With relatively little ado, the School 
Committee Tuesday night voted unani- 
mously for an elementary and middle 
school redistricting option to take effect in 
2002 when the new schools open at Cross 
Street and High Plain Road. The selections 
were elementary “option 3” and middle 
school “option 2.” 

According to this plan, out of 2,633 ele- 
mentary school students, 458 from West 
Elementary and 50 from Sanborn will be 
redistricted to the new elementary school: 
170 students from Bancroft and 109 stu- 
dents from Sanborn will move to West: and 
59 students from South will move to San- 
born. 

Out of 1,496 middle school students, 
401 students from West Middle School will 
move to the new middle school, and 256 
students from Doherty will move to West.

disappointed parents,” said School Com- 
mittee member and Redistricting Task 
Force Chairman Gerry Gustus in his open- 
ing remarks. “I wish there were a way 
around that.... (but) thanks to the efforts of 
everyone on the task force, we have options 
before us that are unbiased, although | 
know there are some who will disagree 
with me about that.” 

He then moved elementary option 3, 
largely because, he said, the other two 
options would redistrict too many kids into 
Sanborn Elementary. Other committee 
members agreed, citing the fact that San- 
born has the lowest capacity of any ele- 
mentary school, with three sections per 
grade rather than the four in other schools. 

Gustus said on Wednesday that the other 
two elementary options were designed to 
underweight the new elementary school in 
West Andover, because of the prospect of 
the AvalonBay apartment proposal on 
River Road, or some other high-density 
development, boosting enrollment in that 
district in the near future. However, he said

Is it time to look 
around and say, ‘Can I be more 
effective in a different role?’” he 


says. 

Not only will 12- and 16-year- 
old Andrea and Stephen have more 
time with their dad, they’ll watch 
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Michael Miller, at Town 
Meeting. 
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him participate in the formation of 
the long-awaited youth center pro- 
ject in West Andover. 

Sure, he’ll miss the long hours 
and endless meetings that come 
hand-in-hand with being chairman 
of the Planning Board, he chuckles. 
After all, he’s manned the board for 
almost 10 years. But the extra hours 
of sleep he'll gain will help him 
work towards a new, deserving 
cause, he says. 

“The youth are one of the most 
under-represented groups in town,” 
says Miller, who hopes to con- 
tribute ideas and strategies for pri- 
vately fundraising the project’s 
needed $4 million.

Proponents of two private side- 
walk articles rejected at Town 
Meeting will have to wait. 

But their neighborhoods may 
get bumped up in line, as select- 
men revisit the sidewalk master 
plan’s priorities for new sidewalk 
construction in June, says Select- 
man Brian Major. 

By voting down Articles 35 and 
37, residents decided to stick with 
the sidewalk master plan and 
refused to dole out money to allow 
some neighbors to pour concrete 
before their turn on the list. 

Proponents of Articles 35 and 
37 asked the town to spend a total 
of $330,000 on sidewalk construc- 
tion for the River Street and 
Woburn Street areas. Those neigh- 
borhoods are included in the town 
manager’s sidewalk master plan — 
a plan that prioritizes streets in 
need of sidewalks over a period of 
five years. But proponents of Arti- 
cles 35 and 37 believe their neigh- 
borhoods aren’t given the priority 
they deserve. 

“River Street has grown to over 
6,000 automobile trips per day. 
There is no place for pedestrians 
except in the street. There’s no 
room for error,” said Arthur Bar- 
ber of Sparta Way, speaking in 
favor of Article 35. “Help our tax- 
payers become un-landlocked.” 

Cindy Cromer of Island Way 
argued in favor of Article 37. She 
said she appreciates the town man- 
ager’s plan, but she disagrees with 
the priorities. Her neighborhood is 
within a half mile of South School 
— a criteria that town officials had 
said deserved a high priority. 

“We haven’t completed the 
sidewalks within a half mile of the 
existing school. Why are we doing 
all the new schools’ (sidewalks) 
when we haven’t completed the 
existing ones?” she asked, refer- 
ring to Town Meeting’s approval 
the previous week of $540,000 to 
construct new sidewalks at the 
Cross Street schools. 

Prior to Town Meeting, the 
selectmen and the Finance Com- 
mittee recommended disapproval 
of Articles 35 and 37. “The reason 
the Finance Committee is not rec-

The position will 
pay between $52,000 
and $69,000 - a 
salary comparable to 
that of other commu- 
nities close to 
Andover’s size, Stapczynski 
says.

W: SPEND MUCH OF the winter encouraging 
people to learn more about the candidates 
running for local office. We spend the early 
spring hoping they’ ll take an interest in the 
issues to be voted on at Town Meeting. We do 
this because we believe that those who take an 
active role in town politics help make Andover 
the type of community in which people want to 
live. We believe that such citizens help create 
community, period. 

Fortunately, being an active member of the 
Andover community doesn’t just mean boning 
up on the intricacies of a $100 million budget, 
or on the latest changes to the smoking bylaw. 
This time of year shows that better than most. 

During the next two weekends, residents can 
come together downtown, in the Park, for a pair 
of popular Andover events. Crafts in the Park is 
this Saturday, and Clown Town is next Friday 
and Saturday. 

Both events are for good causes. But frankly, 
most people go to them because they’re fun. 

As Andover grows to house more than 
30,000 people within its 32 square miles, events 
such as these help keep a sense of community. 
They help keep what is becoming a bedroom 
community for an increasing number of resi- 
dents, a community with room for relationships 
among neighbors. Keeping such traditions alive 
is one of the best things about living in a big, 
old New England town like this one. 

And walking in the park with a handful of 
popcorn — along with dozens of neighbors - 
beats thinking about zoning recodification any 
day.

Fight developers who exploit housing law 


Like many of you, I am troubled by 
the recent actions of a small number of 
developers who have proposed extreme, 
super-dense housing proposals in 
Andover under the guise of the Compre- 
hensive Permit 
(40B) Law. 

When the 40B 
Law passed back 
in 1969, it was a 
response to the 
perception — and 
often the reality — 
that communities 
were using zoning 
ordinances as a 
“keep-out” sign to 
anyone but the 
wealthy. Urban 
legislators were 
relentless in pursu- 
ing a mechanism that would force sub- 
urbs to become more diversified in their 
housing stock 

Like many suburban communities 
across Massachusetts, Andover recently 
has been flooded with 40B proposals 
that essentially allow developers to 
override local zoning ordinances in 
return for setting aside a certain number 
of the living units for low- and moder- 
ate-income families.

However, after 32 years, the 40B 
Law has clearly become outdated and 
needs to be amended to reflect today’s 
realities. As your senator, I intend to 
advocate vigorously on Andover’s 
behalf to make the 40B law fairer and 
more workable at an upcoming State- 
house hearing on May 16. 

Because it may be difficult for many 
of you to travel to Boston to attend this 
public hearing, I want to encourage you 
to share your ideas with me on 40B 
reforms through my office. As a senate 
member of the Housing Committee, I 
will make certain that your comments 
become part of the committee’s record. 

During the past several months, | 


have listened closely to the concerns of 


many town residents and Andover plan- 
ning officials on this issue and, as a 
result, plan to propose changes in five 
broad areas: 

The state should establish guidelines 
that prevent developers from coming in 
with what I call “X-projects”: extreme, 
super-dense developments that defy 
common sense for the parcel under con- 
sideration. This abuse of the 40B law by 
developers is the single biggest reason 
the law is under attack by so many leg- 
islators and local officials today. 

The state needs to provide more “car- 


rots” and fewer “sticks” to communities 
to develop affordable housing. Extra 
school aid, infrastructure improvements, 
and incentive grants are examples of 
how the state can encourage towns to 
build affordable-housing developments, 
which impact very tight local budgets. 

The method of calculating the per- 
centage of “affordable” housing in a 
community needs to be reconsidered. 
For example, group homes that serve 
important disabled populations are not 
currently counted toward the 10-percent 
goal. Likewise, trailer parks or certain 
Section 8 units, which are clearly 
designed to be affordable, do not count. 

There should be a limit on how many 
comprehensive permits can be filed 
annually in each community. Multiple 
filings are overwhelming local boards 
and planning staff. 

Government needs to develop more 
incentives for affordable home-owner- 
ship proposals versus rental units. 

These issues will be the focus of my 
work to modify Chapter 40B. The lack 
of affordable housing in Massachusetts 
is profoundly affecting every business 
and every economic stratum, except the 
very wealthy. Our current housing crisis 
has been the subject of every newspa- 
per’s editorial page as well as a focus of

Energy issues 
to ponder 


Editor, Townsman: 

The irony ol the Town Meeting 
last Monday to « 
Nickel Hill Plant coinciding wit! 
Vice President Dick Cheney pro 
moting m« ‘| power 
plants to solve the energy 
was indeed palpable 

One concern highlighted in a 
recent Jownsman article about the 
power plant was the quantity and 
type of some of the pollutants 
expected from the new natural 
gas-fired power plant: 98 tons of 
volatile organic compounds, 157 
tons of nitrogen oxides, and 309 
tons of carbon monoxide. Is this a 
significant quantity? How does 
one evaluate these seemingly huge 
amounts? To place the power plant 
numbers in perspective, | found 
some EPA annual estimates for 
automobile emissions nation-wide 
for 1997 (EPA memorandum dated 
May, 1997). The numbers are quite

sobering: 6,385,100 tons of 
volatile organic compounds, 
9,705,700 tons of nitrogen oxides, 
and 73,297,400 tons of carbon 
monoxide. Considering Andover’s 
population and the estimated 
100,000 automobiles commuting 
north and south on I-93 each work- 
day, I estimated the following 
annual emissions load likely to be 
impacting Andover: 1,050 tons of 
volatile organic compounds, 1,600 
tons of nitrogen oxides, and 
12,060 tons of carbon monoxide. 
These estimates do not include 
home heating, local commercial or 
industrial, or possible regional 
power-generating facility emis- 
sions loads. 

The automobile emissions esti- 
mates are not intended to belittle 
or marginalize the projected 
power-plant emissions. The num- 
bers are intended to make clear an 
unassailable fact: we are all pol- 
luters, directly or indirectly. 


Whether it is the convenience of 


our automobiles or the on-demand 
convenience of electricity, each 
one of us must be held accountable 


for our share of air pollution. US 
demand for electricity continues to 
quickly rise. In the near term, it 
appears that additional generating 
capacity will be needed. Yet 
Andover voted to oppose a new 
power plant. I draw three conclu- 
sions from the vote: |) there may 
be technical, environmental, or 
regulatory deficiencies in the Nick- 
el Hill plan; 2) there is no need for 
additional electricity; or, 3) the Not 
In My Back Yard syndrome is 
alive and well in Andover. 

By appropriating tax dollars, 
the town has sought to ensure that 
all state and federal requirements 
are met and that the opportunity 
for public input is rigorously 
enforced. The appropriated funds 
will allow for a detailed review of 
the regulatory, administrative, and 
technical record for the power- 
plant siting, design, and construc- 
tion. Can we do without the power 
plant, or can we reduce other pol- 
lutant sources to accommodate the 
proposed added pollutant burden? 
Here’s a limited list of options that 
address the question: 1) reduce our 
reliance on the automobile; 2) pur- 
chase more fuel-efficient vehicles; 
3) reduce our electricity usage; and 
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4) purchase more energy-efficient 
products. 

The town’s motivation in 
opposing the Nickel Hill facility 
may be to avoid siting a power 
plant near Andover, with no desire 
to change people’s lifestyles and 
reduce energy demand. There is a 
cost associated with this option as 
well. It may be in the form of high- 
er energy-transmission charges or 
hastening the effects and attendant 
costs of global warming, regard- 
less of location. The demand for 
more energy resulting from our 
lifestyle comes at a price. In my 
view, the need for additional 
power-generating facilities like the 
Nickel Hill Plant and the town’s 
desire to stop the project creates a 
notable conflict. While there is no 
magic solution to this apparent 
dilemma, I believe that we should 
build hope for the future. In his 
remarks last Monday, Vice Presi- 
dent Cheney also suggested that 
energy conservation, while laud- 
able and virtuous, should not be 
considered part of the solution for 
our energy-management problems. 
I respectfully disagree with his 
pessimistic assessment of the 
value of conservation and our abil- 


ity to work together when a chal- 
lenge is presented and leadership 
is demonstrated. Since the demand 
~ our demand for more electric 
power is evident, it is likely too 
late to stop the construction of an 
electric power-generating plant 
either at Nickel Hill or some other 
location in Massachusetts. Howev- 
er, we all can help reduce the need 
for additional power plants by 
mobilizing our efforts now to 
reduce future requirements for 
energy, seek increases in the effi- 
ciency of our existing energy sys- 
tems, and demand that low and 
non-polluting methods of energy 
generation be developed as soon as 
possible. In Star Trek IV, one of my 
all-time favorite movies, Captain 
Kirk and his intrepid crew maneu- 
ver the Starship Enterprise through 
time travel from the 23rd Century 
back to 1986 in San Francisco. 
Chief Science Officer Spock eval- 
uates his sensor readings and con- 
firms that the WARP speed maneu- 
ver was successful. Kirk asks 
Spock, “How can you be sure?” 
Spock answers, “The air pollution, 
Captain.

I would like to clarify a point in 
last week’s Townsman (May 3) 
that appeared in a letter to the edi- 
tor written by Paul Salafia. In the 
letter the current senior center was 
described as having “limited pro- 
grams.” It is certainly true that the 
center suffers from severe space 
constraints that affect program- 
ming in several ways: by limiting 
class size and seating capacity; by 
necessitating that some special 
events, instructional classes, inter- 
generational programs and com- 
puter courses be held off site, and 
by prohibiting the use of dedicated 
space for recreational equipment 
such as pingpong, pool tables or 
exercise equipment. Clinical space 
for our nurse and social worker is 
also non-existent. 

However, I would like to assure 
the Andover community that the 
center is not limited in its range of 
programs. For the healthy, active, 
older adult we offer eight different 
exercise options, art and writing 
groups, trips, lectures, educational 
forums, a choral group, cultural 
opportunities, wellness and spiritu- 
ality programs, theater and dining- 
out nights, blood pressure clinics, 
social and recreational events, 
men’s gatherings, nutrition pro- 
gram, health screenings, computer 
classes and workshops, bridge, 
bingo and cribbage groups, inter- 
generational and mentoring oppor- 
tunities, craft classes, and a senior- 
run cable television show. In addi- 
tion, special interest courses are 
offered in such areas as classical 
music, photography, birding and 
nature, book discussion, poetry, 
woodcarving, flower arranging, art 
appreciation, and foreign language 
instruction to name a few. For 
those, and the families of those, 
needing more specialized services, 
offerings include our Senior Con- 
nections program, meals on 
wheels, support groups, friendly 
visitor and medical transportation 
programs.

Shelf life limited for Will Hall center

Though some Council on 
Aging members are still clinging 
to the Will Hall plan, at least one 
town official is ready to move on. 

“T think that very soon we’ ll be 
contacting Phillips and letting 
them know that... the interest is not 
there to continue to move for- 
ward,” says Selectman Brian 
Major. 

Despite the 400 residents — 
including seniors — who voted 
“no” on Article 24 two weeks ago, 
some senior representatives are 
still reluctant to abandon the plan. 
They had envisioned renovating 
Phillips Academy’s Will Hall, at a 
cost of $5.2 million, and having 
the town lease the building for $1 
per year for 30 to 40 years. But 
when seniors asked Town Meeting 
to contribute $2 million in public 
money, voters said no. 

If the town does not cancel the 
lease with PA by June 30, it will 
assume the burden of paying for 
Will Hall’s heat, electricity and 
maintenance. 


“We have time. The clock has 
not run out yet,” says Jeanne Mad- 
den, elder services director, who is 
still waiting on state grants 
requested to help fund the project. 
She says the selectmen have not 
“formally closed the issue on Will 
Hall.” 

“Will Hall doesn’t run out until 
June 30,” agrees Steering Commit- 
tee Chairman Bob Zollner. 

But time is of the essence, says 
Selectman Brian Major. 

“If discussion is to take place 
about a community center, then it 
should take place soon,” he says. 
“Youth proponents are already 
working with some designs... and 
if that concept is to be enlarged, 
then we really need to start dis- 
cussing that as soon as possible. It 
takes time to get the process 
rolling.” 

Andover Youth Foundation 
member Peg Campbell agrees. 
“Our plan is very flexible, and it 
was designed with flexibility in 
mind,” she says. Ledge Road in 
West Andover — the site of the 


future youth center, approved by 
Special Town Meeting last 
November — was the seniors’ 
default site for a center. “I would 
like to see them make plans to 
move out there,” she adds. “So far, 
none of the seniors have come to 
us with the idea of what they'd like 
to see.” 

While Selectmen Chairwoman 
Mary French has not said she 
wants to leave Will Hall behind, 
she told Council on Aging mem- 
bers Monday that the selectmen 
would like to resume discussion 
with seniors “much sooner than 
later” for a new plan. 

“My hope would be that we 
have a game plan in place to take 
to (next year’s) Town Meeting,” 
She said. 

Several seniors have stated that 
they are not interested in the com- 
munity-center concept. “It’s just 
not feasible,” says Council on 
Aging Chairwoman Dorothy Bres- 
nahan. “We would still like to be 
able to go to Will Hall.”

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Smoke-free by dog 


days? Many hope so

Perhaps as early as August, 
Andover smokers will have no 
place in town where they can go 
and have a cigarette with dinner. 
But most Andover residents don’t 
seem to mind. 

Health Director Everett Penney 
said that the current smoking 
bylaw, which was passed in 1994, 
took about three months to go into 
effect, and he estimates a similar 
course for the amendment passed 
at Town Meeting on April 24. 

Voters approved eliminating 
the variance to the current smok- 
ing bylaw. This variance allowed

According to Town Clerk Randy 
Hanson, it takes about a month to 
prepare the bylaw amendment and 


| Send it to the state attorney gener- 


al’s office for approval, after 
which the office has 90 days to 
respond. The new bylaw goes into 
effect another 90 days after 
approval. Therefore, it could take 
as long as six months for the law 
to go into effect, although officials 
expect rapid approval. 

Residents queried on Monday 
were more supportive of the ban 
than not. 

“I think it’s a good decision 
because of the workers that are 
exposed to the smoke,” said Joe 
Casey, 40, of Starr Avenue East. 
Studies showing the dangers of 
secondhand smoke to nonsmoking 
employees working in smoking 
areas was one factor motivating

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the Board of Health to sponsor the 
stringent regulations. 

“I feel bad for small businesses 
that are affected, but it’s a good 
decision in the long run,” said 
Casey. The four restaurants in 
town with smoking variances are 
Palmers Restaurant, Justin’s of 
Andover, Grill 93, and Characters 
Bar and Grill. 

“As a nonsmoker, I support it,” 
said Margaret Dempsey, 30, of 
Canterbury Street. “I just think 
that with what they’ve learned 
about second-hand smoke and 
what it does to people, if people 
want to smoke, they can do it 
somewhere else.”

the board that his business would 
be significantly and adversely 
affected by a smoking ban. Now, 
the bar will be virtually the only 
establishment left in town where 
smoking is allowed, aside from 
some rented banquet facilities. 

“I just feel bad for (the other 
businesses),” he said. “It comes 
down to people’s choice. The peo- 
ple who voted for that law don’t 
go into those establishments. I find 
it terrible that people who don’t 
even go to a place make decisions 
about it.” 

“I don’t think a lot of thought 
went into (the law),” said Ronnie 
Sava, an owner and general man- 
ager of Grill 93 on River Road. He 
has argued that his establishment 
is more of an “entertainment facil- 
ity” than a restaurant, because it 
has a comedy club. “I’m disap- 
pointed that it’s not a uniform reg- 
ulation. It singles out a very small 
number of the (alcohol) licensees. 
What about all the hotels that have 
so many what I call smoking man- 
hours?” 

According to Health Director 
Penney, hotels that rent banquet 
facilities for private functions can 
offer the option of having the 
function be smoking or nonsmok- 
ing, and the new law will not 
change this. Hotel restaurant bars 
cannot currently have smoking 
without a variance, and Characters 
Bar and Grill at the Wyndham 
Andover is the only such hotel 
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Park Street Pub owner Rick 
Pruneau feels for other busi- 
ness owners.

establishment in town. 

Asked whether he might con- 
sider closing the restaurant part of 
his business and just have a bar 
with smoking, Sava said, “I don’t 
really know with certainty yet 
what I’m going to do, so I don’t 
want to say. We’re keeping all our 
options open.” 

The article passed at Town 
Meeting also contained provisions 
for the establishment of a local 
retail tobacco license that could be 
revoked for the offense of selling 
tobacco to minors, and it also 
banned cigarette vending 
machines in town. Selectmen 
offered an amendment to the arti- 
cle that would save the restaurant 
variance, but it was overwhelm- 
ingly voted down.

for over an hour, with parents 
and students applauding after 
each speech. Psenicka is 
Andover’s fifth band director in 
10 years, and on that basis, par- 
ents questioned the management 
of the school system’s fine arts 
department. Fine Arts Director 
Diana Kolben was present for 
much of the discussion, but 
made no comment. 

“The gentleman has not been 
given the tools he needs,” said 
Dave Hastings of Kenilworth 
Street. “He has not been men- 
tored appropriately, so now 
we re going to get a new teacher 
for what, the fifth time in seven 
years? It’s an embarrassment, 
that’s all I have to say 

School Committee Chair 
Eric Nadworny explained to the 
crowd at one point that state 
education reform has taken per- 


sonnel decisions out of the 
hands of elected officials and 
put them in the hands of school 
administrations. 

“When you ask us to make 
decisions about teachers, it’s not 
something we can do directly,” 
said Nadworny, both of whose 
daughters are in band. “It’s 
something that we’re removed 
from legally.” 

“You have to do whatever 
you can do to influence the 
administration,” said Hastings. 
“You may not do the hiring and 
firing, but you’ve got to answer 
these parents.” 

“It’s a very daunting respon- 
sibility to appoint new people 
and not renew contracts - there’s 
nothing I take more seriously,” 
said Superintendent Claudia 
Bach in response to a direct 
question about when a decision 
about next year’s band leader is 
to be made. “The decision I will 
make will come from a deeply

held belief that the band has to 
be excellent, that it has to lead 
the way.... I don’t know what 
else to say about the decision. 
This may be rotten egg time, 
and if I have to make an unpop- 
ular decision, then I'll take the 
responsibility for that.” 

She said that the details of 
personnel decisions are not pub- 
lic information, so parents may 
never know exactly why Psenic- 
ka is retained or let go, but she 
said the decision would be made 
in full consultation with 
Andover school principals. The 
band director teaches at all lev- 
els: elementary, middle, and 
high school. 

“You tell me you’ re listening, 
but my heart says you’re not,” 
said Gloria Davis of Oriole 
Drive, past president of the 
Band Association. 

Said Psenicka, Wednesday: “‘I 
had goals for this program, and I 
would like to pursue them.”

Mass. allegedly walked into work 
armed with several high-powered 
weapons, including an AK-47 rifle 
and a shotgun. Police say that 
employee, Michael McDermott, 
gunned down several co-workers. 
He is currently charged with seven 
counts of murder. This is the inci- 
dent police believe the DCI 
employee was referring to on 
Monday when he allegedly threat- 
ened to commit a “Wakefield.” 

Employees are reporting more 
threats in the workplace, similar to 
the one at DCI, says Police Chief 
Brian Pattullo. It is because of 
incidents like Wakefield — “inci- 
dents that are ingrained in soci- 
ety’s mind as horrific events,” says 
Pattullo — that people are more 
sensitive to potentially threatening 
Situations. 

“People are taking every single 
threat more seriously,” he says, 
“and they should.” 

As a flourishing business cen- 
ter, Andover is home to many 
large corporations, especially in 
the River Road area, from where it 
is not uncommon for police to 
receive a call from an alarmed 
employee. 

For police, that means more 


hours spent investigating and tak- 
ing precautionary measures. “It’s 
getting to be very taxing on our 
resources,” Pattullo says. 

Police are withholding the 
identity of the DCI employee. He 
was employed by the information 
technology company at 204 
Andover St. when the incident 
occurred Monday. Hashem says 
the man had made a similar threat 
in the past, and when a coworker 
confronted him, the man repeated 
that threat to his face. 

“He basically made the state- 
ment that the company would end 
up like the company in Wake- 
field,” says Hashem. 

The DCI threat did not include 
any reference to weapons, particu- 
lar targets or victims, says 
Hashem. Hashem would not say 
whether the man is still employed 
at DCI. 

DCI representatives refused 
comment Tuesday afternoon. 

“It’s a threat. No other actions 
were taken,” says Hashem. “There 
is no indication that there was any 
plan for violence, or that steps 
were taken on his behalf to carry 
out that threat. He has not com- 
mitted an arrestable offense under 
Mass. law.” 

Police will press charges only 


if the district attorney’s office 
determines that the man’s threat is 
criminal in nature. 

“You have to look at the words 
(the accused person) said, the tone 
and the circumstances under 
which the threat was made,” says 
Kristen Buxton, assistant district 
attorney, who would not comment 
on the DCI incident specifically. 
“(Does that person) have some 
type of ability to carry out the 
threat, so that the person hearing it 
is justifiably concerned?” 

Pattullo is hopeful that the state 
will soon pass legislation giving 
police the ability to arrest a poten- 
tially dangerous person, without 
all the current paperwork, to pre- 
vent a possible tragedy. 

“There has to be more power 
put into the hands of police to deal 
with these things,” Pattullo says. 

Currently, it’s up to the 
employers to take matters into 
their own hands. DCI reacted in 
an appropriate manner by notify- 
ing police, Hashem says. Officers 
are working with the company to 
“ensure the safety of their employ- 
ees,” and police are taking safety 
measures as a precaution, he adds. 
He would not go into specifics as 
to whether DCI will have officers 
on the premises for protection. 


French looks to put first things first

It’s only her first week as 
Selectmen Chairwoman, and Mary 
French is starting to shake things 
up. Well, the meeting agenda, any- 
way. 

“Tt takes us a long time to get to 
the things that are really key to talk 
about sometimes,” says French. 

She’s referring to the frequent 
three- to four-hour meetings on 
Monday nights, where selectmen 
spend the first 90 minutes or so 
recognizing volunteers, approving 
minutes from past meetings and 
approving things like block par- 
ties. Afterwards, they start voting 
on the issues such as sewer pro- 
jects and the budget. 

To change that, French is 
proposing to shuffle the agenda, 
putting the more minor items at the 
end of the meeting, and transfer- 
ring the ones that require more 
thought and discussion to the 
beginning. 

“While everything is important, 
it’s good to get to things that affect 
the most people first, as early as 
we can,” says French. 

Issues like the sewer project or 
budget discussions could be sched- 
uled for early evening, and things 
like utility grants or alcoholic-bev- 
erage-license approvals could wait 
until later. 

If selectmen agree to any 
changes, they'll try them tem- 
porarily, says French. After discus- 
sion Monday, selectmen were con- 
sidering pushing utility grants and 


approval of minutes to the ends of 
meetings — issues that residents 
would not likely attend the meet- 
ing to discuss.

cott Morrison will be the 

new principal of Bancroft 

School beginning July 1.

I think 
the openness lends itself to lots of 
things with teaching. | remember 
when I was a teacher, and you do 
something fabulous, and the kids’ 
eyes light up, and you look around 
and there’s no one else there to see 


it. Teachers here like to hear things 
going on in other classrooms, it 
lends itself to exchanging ideas.” 

Morrison came to Bancroft to 
replace Brenda O’Brien, who 
became principal at Shawsheen 
School. He is now replacing 
Norah McCarthy as she leaves to 
become the principal of the new 
middle school under construction 
at Cross Street and High Plain 
Road. The administrative musical 
chairs continues next year, when 
O’Brien will leave Shawsheen to 
become the principal at the new 
elementary school. 

“T just feel so fortunate to have 
worked under Norah,” said Morri- 
son. “She’s such a dynamic per- 
son. I feel like I’ve had years of 
experience under her tutelage.” 

According to Bach, one of 
Morrison’s first duties will be 
finding his own replacement as 
assistant principal. 

“He will bring together parents 
and teachers and the job will be 
posted,” said Bach.

‘Letters and Lunches’ program lets 
students be pen pals with the elderly

ome Andover freshmen at Greater Lawrence 
Technical School are digging into an increas- 
ingly popular community service program 
called “Letters and Lunches.” 

The program has gotten more attention since win- 
ning a gold medal at the SkillsUSA-Vocational 
Industrial Club of America competition in Marlboro 
on April 27. 

Skills advisor Ilene Karnow, an Andover resident, 
initiated the program in conjunction with the school’s 
Meals on Wheels program, with the goal of increas- 
ing contact between the younger and older genera- 
tions. Elders who get meals through the federally- 
funded assistance program can elect to receive letters 
from a GLTS student along with their lunch, and then 
write back to the students. 

“It seemed like a nice gesture,” said student Tyler 
Buendia of Lowell Street. “We tell them a little bit 
about ourselves, what we do, what classes we’re tak- 
ing. and hope they respond.” 

Tyler and his classmates, Kaelee Miller of 
McKenney Circle. and Militza Aviles of Memorial 
Circle. have only recently joined the program, and 
have yet to receive return letters. But there are more 


than 20 other participants, and some already have 


exchanged several letters with their senior pen pals. 

“A lot of elderly people don’t have families,” said 
Miller. “This is a way we can make them feel good 
about themselves.” 

“I never joined any programs before,” said Aviles, 
“so I thought, ‘Why not join this one?” 

When students sign up for the program, they draft 
letters and submit them to Karnow, who reviews 
them and then sends them on to the tech school’s 
Meals on Wheels director. The letters are then placed 
with meals, which are prepared by students in the 
culinary arts program, and delivered to the appropri- 
ate seniors. When elders write back, their letters 
return via the reverse route. 

“It’s been incredibly successful for the students,” 
said Karnow. “More are joining every day.” 

The two students who presented at the competi- 
tion in Marlboro, Melissa Coleman of Methuen and 
Leidy Gil of Lawrence, will now go on to a national 
Skills USA-VICA competition in Kansas City, Mo., 
in June. 

Skills USA-VICA is also sponsoring an automo- 
bile-show fundraiser on Saturday at the Topsfield 
Fairgrounds. Proceeds pay for medical treatment for 
GLTS special education teacher Sean Reardon, who 
has leukemia.

Two are the ‘essence of nursing’ 


In back-to-back years, Andover nurses win award

Residents Yolanda Harmuth 
and Peggy McCarthy-Mogan 
cross paths every day as nurses 
at Brigham & Women’s Hospital 
in Boston, but they take quite 
different paths to caring for their 
patients. 

Co-workers describe Har- 
muth, a Chandler Road resident, 
as calm and caring towards her 
patients. Others say McCarthy-

Despite their different styles,
